Bush asks allies for more gulf support 


PARIS — President Bush on Sunday began a series of meetings with allied 
leaders aimed at solidifying support for his Persian Gulf policies. 
: He urged German Chancellor Helmut Kohl to take a more active role in 
confronting Iraq’s “challenges to peace and freedom.” 

During a rain-drenched half day in Germany, Kohl cautioned Bush against 
‘pursuing a military solution before exhausting all avenues of negotiation. Bush 

said he, too, would like to see a peaceful solution to the crisis. 

The president then traveled to Paris for a 34-nation summit of North 
' American and European nations. 

, It was the third stop on an eight-day trip highlighted by the signing Monday 
-of a conventional forces treaty with the Soviet Union and Thanksgiving dinner 
‘with U.S. troops in Saudi Arabia. 

¢ French President Francois Mitterrand hosted Bush for Sunday dinner and 
‘the Iraqi invasion of Kuwait was high on the agenda. Mitterrand, like Kohl, is 
‘stressing a non-military outcome to the Persian Gulf crisis. 

During the 45-minute dinner, Bush and Mitterrand agreed “that it is neces- 
‘sary to pursue and strengthen the action taken in the framework of the U.N. 
Security Council,” Mitterrand spokesman Hubert Vedrine said. 

* Bushis seeking to build support for a United Nations resolution authorizing 
smilitary action to drive Iraq from Kuwait. 


Jmminent Thunder calmed by high seas 


IN EASTERN SAUDI ARABIA — The Imminent Thunder maneuvers 
“were supposed to be a dress rehearsal for war, but 10-foot waves forced the 
«U.S. Marines to postpone the amphibious landing portion of a mock invasion 

Sunday. 

» Officials said the landing would probably have gone off in a real war. 

« One hovercraft from the USS Gunston Hall was launched in the choppy 
Persian Gulf, but it sputtered in a heavy spray and sometimes disappeared 
‘behind waves before the seaborne assault was scrapped. 

. Iraq promised Sunday to release its foreign hostages over three months 
‘starting on Christmas — unless something would “mar the atmosphere of 
peace.” President Bush stressed hope for peace but left open the prospect of 
war. 

There’s been speculation that any military move to drive Iraq out of Kuwait 
:would take place in the first several months of the year, and the Iraqi offer to 
‘free the hostages during that time appeared aimed at staving off such a strike. 


Israeli legislation sets more restrictions 


JERUSALEM — The Cabinet overrode opposition protests and approved 
‘legislation Sunday to restrict “indecent advertising” and public transport on 
Jewish holy days. 

' P-time Minister Yitzhak Shamir agreed to the measures to draw the ultra- 
orthodox Agudat Israel party into his coalition government. 

A coalition agreement signed Friday also provides for restrictions on abor- 
nie and a ban on the breeding and sale of pork, in line with Jewish religious 

aw. 

The curbs on advertising and transport were approved for parliamentary 
scrutiny with only one vote against, by Agriculture Minister Rafael Eitan. 
‘Agudat Israel has been promised speedy passage of the laws through the 
Knesset (parliament). ’ 

s The law on transport will forbid buses to operate between sundown Friday 
and sundown Saturday and high holidays — a measure strongly opposed by 
‘those who travel to and from remote settlements on weekends. 

Currently, buses generally do not run on holy days, but those serving 

outlying areas have to set out before the holy day is finished. 


Report says S&L failure not given priority 


WASHINGTON — The Justice Department has not given the investigation 
and prosecution of fraud in the multibillion dollar savings and loan scandal the 

"priority the public demands, a House panel concluded in a report released 
«sunday. 

The Government Operations subcommittee on commerce, consumer and 
‘monetary affairs said the department repeatedly has misled Congress over the 
«past two years about funding needed to catch and jail savings and loan crooks. 
_ Inaddition, the report said, the department has failed to address issues that 
‘have hampered investigation and prosecution of savings and loan fraud, such 

as the FBI’s lack of document subpoena authority and inadequate pay for FBI 
sagents and prosecutors. 

, “The, Justice Department’s rhetoric concerning its priorities has not 
{matched its willingness to address a number of issues,” Rep. Doug Barnard} 
iD-Ga., chairman of the subcommittee, said in a statement. S 


Grave of 100,000 WWII workers found 


KANCHANABURI, Thailand — A mass grave has been discovered near 
‘the site where more than 100,000 Asian slave workers and Allied prisoners 
died building a railroad for the Japanese during World War II. 

The remains of several hundred people have been dug up since Tuesday, 
when the excavation began. It is being carried out by the Pothipawana 
‘Songkroh Foundation, which for religious reasons wants to provide proper 
burials. 

‘. Several dozen workers were digging Sunday in a sugar cane field in Kan- 
chanaburi province, about 70 miles west of Bangkok. One skull was left out 
‘overnight — but workers first covered it with paper so it would not be cold. 

About half the small plot has been excavated. 

The mass grave is about three miles from a bridge made famous in the 1957 
Hollywood movie “Bridge Over the River Kwai” which celebrated the heroism 
of the war captives. 

A foundation official, Santi Assawaseeyotin, said it appeared the bones had 
been “dumped into the ground, because they were found in some disorder.”

Maw was born 6n March 11, 1898, in 
Ogden, the Territory of Deseret, 
three years before Utah gained state- 
hood.

He worked his way through school 
selling newspapers in downtown Salt 
Lake. He attended and later taught at 
the old LDS Church-run LDS High 
School and later attended the Univer- 


Associa- November 1940 and 
served two terms. 
In 1945, he was cho- 
sen president of the 
National Governors 
Association. 

Maw married Florence Buehler in 
June 1921 and they had five children. 
One child died in infancy. 

At the age of 93, Maw continued to 
practice law out of his office in Boston 
Building. During a 1984 interview, 
Maw bragged he still walked three 
miles a day, a habit he said he devel- 
oped in the days when he couldn’t af- 
ford to ride the trolley. 

Maw is the second Utah governor 
to die this year. Former governor 
Scott M. Matheson died last month of 
bone cancer.

Baby Nursery at Utah Valley Re- 
gional Medical Center is to lay the 
babies on their backs or sides during 
their transitional period, said DeAnn 
Mitchell, department manager of the 
Well Baby Nursery and maternity at 
UVRMC. 

Mitchell said the newborns are 
placed on their backs so they may be 
better observed. Nurses have better 
access to take the babies’ tempera- 
tures and heart rates and to watch 
their respiration if they are on their 
backs, she said. : 

She said, however, fussy babies are 
placed in the downward position to 
see if changing their position will 
quiet them. “Most newborns do well 
either way,” Mitchell said. 

Though crying is _ considered 
healthy for newborns, excessive cry- 
ing may be harmful for transitional 
newborns, Schwartz said. The crying 
in transitional newborns causes their 
oxygenation to go down. 

The transitional stage for new- 
borns is generally considered to be 
the first four to 12 hours after birth, 
and is variable from baby to baby, 
Schwartz said. 

Babies with problems have longer 
transitional periods: and go to the 
Newborn Intensive Care Unit, 
Mitchell said. 

Babies born with no problems have 
been known to adjust easily within 12 
hours, while babies born with any 
type of problem can take weeks to 
adjust, Castagnetto said.

This new technology provides 
quick and accurate information for 
tourists at the touch of a button, said 
Cindy Lovell, 20, a junior studying 
recreation management from Milpi- 
tas, Calif.

Arunny nose, a stuffy head anda 
nagging cough are symptoms of the 
common cold and can be the bane of 
a college student’s existence. Al- 
though colds usually aren’t too seri- 
ous, they can make life miserable 
until they go away. 

Colds are caused by a virus, said 
Robert Burgener, BY U professor of 
health sciences. When you are treat- 
ing a cold, you are just treating the 
symptoms, he said. “There is no 
anti-viral compound that will knock 
the virus out.” 

Janet Hales, a Provo LPN, said 
popular cold remedies relieve cold 
symptoms but don’t help a person 
get well any faster. 

“If it is a regular cold you’ve 
picked up somewhere, you can just 
treat the symptoms and wait for it to 
go away. It usually has to run its 
course,” she said. i 

However, if a secondary infection 
results, such as an ear or sinus infec- 
tion, this requires treatment, Hales 
said. 

Having a cold doesn’t have to 
mean utter misery until it goes 
away; treating cold symptoms may 
make a person feel better in the 
meantime. 

Poor nutrition, lack of sleep and 
stress do not help a cold, Burgener 
said. “Wearing yourself down 
causes you to become more suscepti- 
ble to the cold virus.” 

Instead, reducing stress, eating 
properly and getting plenty of rest 
are recommended for a cold. 

Burgener said eating properly is 
important because protein helps 
form antibodies to fend offthe virus. 

He also recommended increasing 
fluids because fluids help to flush the 
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virus away from mucus membranes 
and out of the body. If you don’t 
drink plenty of fluids, the virus is 
more likely to stay in the body. 

Drinking a lot of fluids may also 
relieve some congestion in the body, 
Hales said. Mom’s home remedy of 
chicken soup provides, relief for a 
stuffy nose as well. 

An article in the November issue 
of Prevention magazine said sipping 
chicken soup will dilute the mucus in 
your nose and upper throat. This as- 
sists in easier breathing, it said. 

Over-the-counter drugs are effec- 
tive in relieving cold symptoms, said 
Hales. For example, a decongestant 
may help clear a stuffy nose. 

However,.,.students .should be 
careful to choose a méediektion which 
treats only their particular symp- 
toms. If you have a sore throat and 
stuffy nose, don’t take cough 
medicine, she said. 

Burgener said the cold virus ean 
be transmitted both directly and in- 
directly, including kissing or other 
intimate contact. 

Colds can also be spread through 
contact like shaking hands as well, 
Burgener said. If a person picks up 
the virus on the hand and then rubs 
his or her eyes, it can enter the body 
and cause a cold, he said. 

The magazine article suggests 
setting aside your own drinking and 
eating utensils and your own towels, 
washing your hands often, prefer- 
ably with liquid’ soap since germs 
may survive on bar soap, and using 
disposable tissues which can be 
thrown away. 

Another way to avoid germs is to 
keep away from a person who is in- 
fected. If you don’t want to contract 
a cold, stay at least five or six feet 
away from people who have them, 
he said.

Thanksgiving weekend marks the 
start of winter driving, and motorists 
need to use extra caution when driv- 
ing in winter conditions and when 
driving at night, said Robert Parenti, 
director of the Utah Safety Council. 

Parenti offered a few safety tips: 

e Begin by brushing snow off the 
windshield, windows, mirrors, roof, 
hood and trunk lid to have clear vision 
at all times. 

® Minimize the gear shifts, acceler- 
ate gradually and brake gently by 
pumping the brakes to help prevent 
skidding on slick roads.

Cooks who have ruined Thanksgiv- 


ing by serving bone-dry turkey 


should not take all the blame. The 


choice of turkey can be as important 


as the amount of time it is cooked. 
Any meat can become dry if it is 


_ overcooked, but dry meat can be 


avoided in part by injecting it with a 
curing solution, said J. Hal Johnson, a 
professor in the Food and Science Nu- 
trition Department. 

Cured turkey seems to have better 
moisture retention, according to a 


_ study published in a 1988 Journal of 


Food Science by .S.B. Patel, A.J. 
King and Y.B. Lee. 

The curing process injects ‘the 
turkey meat with a mixture of water, 
salt, phosphates, sugar and protein, 


_ said Jeff Young, a 23-year-old senior 
_ majoring in Animal Science from Pe- 


terson, Utah. 

The study, dealing with dark 
turkey meat, reports that a mixture

“Curing may make (the turkey) 
easier to cook because it will retain 
some more moisture,” Young said. 

Young is one member of the Block 
& Bridle club who has volunteered to 


- cure turkeys as part of an annual Ani- 


mal Science Department activity. 

Friday, the students will start cur- 
ing and smoking 400 turkeys to sell 
for Thanksgiving, said Bert 
Ellsworth, a 23-year-old senior from 
Spanish Fork, majoring in Animal 
Science. 

The project lasts for three to four 


days, he said. 

Young said the process begins by 
mixing a curing brine. 

The turkeys are then placed in a 
machine with approximately three to 
four rows of giant needles. 

These needles inject the meat with 
the curing brine. 

Afterwards, the turkeys are placed 
in a smokehouse, which looks like a 
gray industrial refrigerator. 

_ Young said only 100 turkeys fit in 
the smokehouse and are smoked for 
four to six hours until golden brown. 

The project would not take as long 
if the smokehouse could hold more 
turkeys, Young said. 

The turkeys will be sold through 
the Animal Science Meat Lab store, 
which is off of University Avenue and 
2230 North. 

An exact price has not been deter- 
mined yet, but the turkeys will proba- 
bly sell for $1.20 per pound, Young 
said. 

The money earned will help the de- 
partment fund student activities such 
as traveling to livestock judging con- 
tests. 

The funds are also used for “Day on 
the Farm,” Ellsworth said. 

“Day on the Farm” gives Provo ele- 
mentary school children a chance to 
see farm animals such as lambs, chick- 
ens, donkeys, pigs and cows. : 

The turkeys which were bought 
from Norbest have been inspected, 
Ellsworth said. The Animal Science 
Meat Lab also has a federal inspector 
on staff, he said. 

Young is quick to remind that a 
cured turkey may be easier to cook 
because it will retain moisture, but 


sometimes the cook does make a dif- : 


ference.

“It gives it a nice nutty taste,” 
Parker said. “Some people will put 
nuts in their dressing to get the 
same effect, but I don’t know of an 
easier way to do it than with the 
peanut butter dressing.” 

The recipe is simple. “Wash down 
the turkey, then put salt in the cav- 


ity,” Parker said. “This recipe takes 


celery and onions and bread. I like to 
just break up the bread with my 
hands, tearing it into little pieces.” 
Then Parker uses a “large pound 
of peanut butter — about 18 


ounces,” but that all depends on how 
large the bird is, Parker said. 

The next step is to stuff the bird. 
Parker works the peanut butter into 
the other ingredients with his hands 
and makes baseball size balls that he 
shoves into the turkey. When the 
turkey is done, the stuffing should 
be fairly dry. If it isn’t, Parker said 
to put the stuffing into a pan and 
bake it for a while in the oven. 

At first, the idea of peanut butter 
dressing might seem a little hard to 
swallow, but once you’ve had it, you 
will definitely want it again. 
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Especially not from 
salespeople. That’s why 
my fiance and I went to 
Wilson’s.
